Talwan Election Brings 
MIxed Blessings 


TAIPEI，Taiwan - In spite of 
an Unbrecedented strong Show- 
ing by the Democratic Progres- 
SIiVe Party (DPP)，a_ two-month- 
old opposition party，in last 
week:s legislative elections in 
Talwan，the future of the pro- 
mised political reforms and the 
fate of the new party remain 
Uncertain on this island. 

A series of highly publicized 
pre-election clashes occurred 
between thousands of .Supporters 
who turned out for the unsuc- 
cessful homecoming of political 
exlle，HSsu Hsin-liang，and the 
police at the Chiang Kai-shek 
International Airport. Follow- 
ing this the candidates of DPP， 
Still considered an illegal party， 
won 12 of 73 seats Up for 
grabs In the Legislative Yuan， 
the lawmaking body， and 
galined 11 seats out of 84 in 
the National Assembly.， The 
latter has the duty of rubber- 
Stamping the election of 
Taliwan'"s president and vice 
preslident every SiX yearS. 

Ihe top four voter getters in 


the Dec. 6 elections were all 
members of DPP，including Hsu 
Kuo-tai，the brother of Hsu 
Hsin-liang， who was denied 
return to Taliwan by the ruling 
Kuomintang Party (KMT) gov- 
crnment，and HSu Jung-shu， 
wife of an imprisoned dissi- 
dent. 

The Strong Showing of the

Asian Sheriff Revokes

METAIRIE,， LA - A Sheriff 
who had ordered his deputies 
to _ Stop all blacks seen in whitey 
neighborhoods rescinded his 
order and apologised to blacks 


and others he may have 
offended， Associated Press 
reported. 


Sheriff Harry Lee，from Jef- 
ferson Parish in suburban New 
Orleans，gave the order because 
he Said blacks in white areas 
are probably "up to no go00d." 
Most of the robberies and 
attempted robberies in October 
and November were committed 
by blacks，though they compose 
only about one eighth of the 
community's population， Lee 
Said， citing Sheriff's depart- 
ment Statistics. 

After Teviewing _ civil rights 
laws and receiving a flurry of 
angry phone calls，Lee admitted 
he made a mistake. 

A local civil 1liberties advo- 


cate demanded Lee's resigna- 
tion，however.

Will Proceed in Court 


SAN FRANCISCO - Relatives 
and friends of the deceased 
Minoru Yasui have pledged to 
continue his court battle for 
reparations to Japanese Ameri- 


cans interned during WWII. 
Yasul，70，died of cancer 
Nov. 12 in Denver. 


He fought 44 years to over- 
turn a Supreme Court ruling 
that the curfew and internment 
programs for Japanese Ameri- 
cans were Constitutional. 

Yasul walked into a Portland 
pollice Station in 1942 and 
demanded to be arrested for 
Violating a curfew. 

He Spent nine months in Soli- 
tary confinement， lost his 
cltizenship and was sent to a 
Wyoming internment camp. 

Victor Stone，who represents 
the government in the case， 
asked the Ninth Circuit US 
Court of Appeals to declare the 
case legally moot after Yasui's 
death. 

Yasul's lawyers and Support- 
ers will petition the court to 
proceed with the case and 
decide the issues raised in it.

Due to the fact that the 
domestic overseas Chinese are 
preSsumed to have greater 
sensitivity to and understand- 
ing of the Chinese abroad， 
the Chinese government pre- 
fers to put them in adminls- 
trative positions in the 
organlzations that deal with 
OverSseas Chinese 1lssSues. 

We met many returned Chi- 
nese of Guangdongese and 
FEujlianese descent among the 
functionaries even in the

cities we visited in northern， 
western and central China. 
Many had left their families 
to come to China from 
Southeast ASsia decades ago0. 
ASs a Tesult of recent political 
upheavals in that region of 
the world，many have Since 
lost relatives and friends，or 
find them now scattered all 
Over the face of the globe. 


RISE OF POL POT 

For example，one individ- 
ual in Wuhan's ROCA told us 
his _ brothers and Sisters once 
had businesses and Successful 
careers ln Cambodia. Since 
thesrrscSeothenapolPot 
reglime and the Vietnamese 
invasion of that  _ country 
during the ”70S，howevyer，five 
brothers and Sisters “have 
joined the ranks of displaced 
refugees scattered on three 
continents: North America，

We also heard many stories 
that could have provided rich 
material for dramatic works. 
Some of the older individuals 
had been motivated by pat- 
riotic feelings and Phad 
returned to Support the ancesS- 
tral land's fight against the 
Japanese linvaders during the 
late 1930s and 1940S. 

In Chongqing we Saw two 
Survivors of more than 3,200 


Chinese volunteer technicianms 
recruited from Malaysia and 
Singapore who came to China 
in 1939 during the Sino- 
JapaneSse War. Most Served as 
auto mechanics and truck 
drivers along the famous 
Burma Road， which had 
become China'"s 1life line， 
transporting Sorely needed 
supbjllies into the beleaguered 
nation after Japan had cap- 
tred all of China's major 
Seapdrts by 1938. 

About half of the volun- 
teers 1lost their lives during 
the conflict due to disease 
and_ accidents，and after the 
war many SUrvivors returned 
to Southeast AsSla; however， 
about 300 remained behind. 
Today a few，now in their 
70SEEandi 0s are retircd 
living in Yunnan and 
Sichuan. 


ANOTHER RETURNEE 


Another returnee told us 
that during the Sino-Japanese 
war， he and his cousin 
started from their home in 
the Malay peninsula and 
worked their way over land 
through Thaliland and Laos. 
Selling their extra _ clothing to 
defray expenses as .they trav- 
eled northward， the _ duo 
finally arrived，at GuUangx1i， 
China，in 1943 with only the 
clothes they had on，He was 
then a 15$-year-old and his 
traveling companion was not 
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much older! 

A number had been young 
people attracted by the prom- 
ise of the 1949 revolution 
and the "opportunity to partic- 
ipate in the building of a 
new Socliety. Many came 
from affluent or mliddle class 
families in the Philipplines， 
Thailand， Indonesia， Singa- 
pore， Malaysia and other 
countries，and arrived for an 
education in China. A few 
were deporteesS. 

Still others were forced to 
return by anti-Chinese perse- 
cution in Some ASsian coun- 
ticSsduarmgethece00S OF 
examble，the ROCA general 
Secretary in Beijing is from 
Burma，while the director of 
the library of the Institute of 
Southeast ASsian Studies in 
Kunming came from India.

Dark for almost nine months and 
homeless since 1983，the Asian American 
Theater Company is back on track with 
new direction from some former leaders. 
The artistic director Lane Nishikawa and 
executive director Eric Hayashi, told East 
West about their plans for the company. 
Signing a contract with Artists Equity and 
fmnding a permanent location top their list. 

Nishikawa，31，is a playwright，actonr 
director and 10-year veteran of AATC. 
Hayashi，33，was a founding member of 
AAIC in 1973 and later the executive 
director through 1981.“We are coming 
back with more maturity，and our perspec- 
tive is more international ”he said. 

During the last five years，Hayashi has 
toured plays and projects through Sansei 
Productions，He was responsible for the 
toOuUring Success of Le in the Fast Lome， 
a_ one-man show written and performed 
by Nishikawa，which played in 50 cities 
throughout the US, Canada and Europe. 

Nishikawas condition for returning 
hinges on the company becoming profes- 
sional.“\We are negotiating a contract with 
Actors Equity so that half of the actors w 记 
have to belong to the union，and they all 
will get professional wages”he said. 

“ Because the quality of productions 
dropped in the last fve years，many actors 
left for NewYork and Los Angeles and the 
pool of talent was stretched thin”Nishi- 
kawa siad.“We want to attract that talent 
back here. We plan to have four-week fe- 
hearsals and four-week runs rather than the 
14-week commitment previously asked of 
actors. [his will enable more actors to join 
our productions. Dennis Dun , a wellLknown 
actop gets paid a lot for his Alm roles，but 
he wants to act in theater” 

FINDING A HOME 
Hayashi is back with the expectation 


the company would fnd a permanent loca- 
tion.“We need a permanent location and 
TDPm working with our board to ftnd one，he 
Said. 

“During the next two years, the com- 
pany will probably be in several locations， 
such as the Oakland Ensemble Theater，a 
Zephyr Theater onVan Ness Avenue, anda 
South Bay location ”he said.“If one of our 
shows is ahit, this gives us a way to extend 
the production. As the only Asian Ameri- 
can theater in Northern California, we feel 
a _ social responsibility to develop an audi- 
ence and perform outside of San Francisco2” 

“There is some discussion about reno- 
vating the Oo Club building on Bush near 
Divisadero”Nishikawa added. 

The company has ofces at the former 
Buddhist temple at 1881 Bush. It hopes to 
buy the building from the Redevelopment 
Agency for $150,000. Hayashi says it w 训 
take at least half a million dollars to turn 
the building into a theater. 

“We dont want to _be a community 
center using the building part-time to make 
it pay. We want its primary use for the 
company but would make it available to 
the community. We know Jack Chen (direc- 
tor of Pear GOarden in the Westy is inter- 
ested in purchasing and renovating this 
building for use by other Asian American 
performing arts groups2 

The company's next production, David 
了 ienry Hwangs Famipy Deuotions，will be 
staged at San Francisco States Little The- 
ater in February. 

“When AATC began”Hayashi said， 
Asian Americans couldn't get roles with 
companies，but with the success of this 
company，directors are now blind casting2 
世 a philosophical approach to productions 
where directors disregard the literal con- 
text of the play，Since they are using an 
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American version anyway，they select ac- 
tors regardless of their age or skin color. 
The Magic Theater Berkeley Rep and Eu- 
reka are competing for union actors like 
Lane and Dennis Dun 2 

“With professional status”Hayashi 
said“funding will be easier to fnd. First of 
all Iam appealing a recent decision by the 
California Arts Council that cut our fund- 
ing， They perceived that it was a dying 
organization. AATC went from four pro- 
ductions two years ago to one last year and 
both key positions were vacantfora while? 

Hayashi brings to_ his position five 
years experience of fund-raising from pri- 
vate investors for his productions. Already 
he is planning a major fund-raiser for the 
company to augment its funds from the 
Hotel Iax Fund, the San Francisco Founda- 
tion，the Skaggs Foundation and the Na- 
tional Endowment for the Arts，

A native of 
Hawaii， Nishikawa trained on the stage in 
San Francisco after studying creative Writ- 
ing at San Francisco State University. 
Nishikawa began by making light shows 记 
high school and later completed a degree in 
flm at SF State. There he discovered the 
Carp Players, which developed into AATC. 
He designed sets and lighting and after 
Some acting concentrated on production . 

“Theres never been so much oppor- 
tunity for Asian Americans interested 训 RD 
theater”Nishikawa said.“Ten years ago， 
the only acting roles for Asian Americans 
were in 厂 awaii Fiue-O and kung fu series. 
Now studios pick up scripts with roles de- 
Signed for Asian Americans. WayneWang， 
for instance，is directing feature-length 
flms about Asian Americans. David Henry 
Hwang，the playwright in residence with 
the NewYork Shakespeare Festival last year， 
is one of the countrys most often produced 
playwrights. Asian American plays and ac- 
tors are receiving recognition outside the 
context of ethnicity.”

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Citizens Alliance

SAN ERANCISCO - Once it 
was the nation'"s foremost pro- 
ponent of Chinese American 
civil rights. Now，91 years 
after its founding，the .Chinese 
American Citizens Alliance 
(CACA) Shares the Spotlight 
with other civil rights organiza- 
tions， such as Chinese for 
Affirmative Action and the 
Organlization for Chinese Amer- 
icans (OCA). 

But with 2,000 _ members in 
16 chapters throughout the US， 
Open endorsements of political 
candidates， and charitable 
donations that totaled 9$50,000 
last year in SF alone，the 
CACA remains a significant 
Voice for ASsian Americans. 

Founded by American-born 
Chinese as a nonprofit fraternal 
organization，CACA fought suc- 
cessfully in 1913 and 1923 
against attempts to disenfran- 
chise the Chinese. Through the 
1930s，it won numerous legal 
battles that kept Chinese Amer- 
ican youngsters out of segre- 
gated public schools. 

Is CACA less influential than 
before? National grand presi- 
dent JIrving Lai responded in 
an interview with E/W. 

"了 don't think so"” he said. 
"We did have a dormant period 
from about 1950-60，but now 
we are very much involved in 
issues， both nationally and 
locally." 

The Vincent Chin killjing，the 
protest against the 1985$ film 
year o1/ ijpe Dragon，and the 
campaign against Proposition 63 
(English-only") are three issues 
that CACA has -Tecently sup- 
ported politically and finan- 
Clally. 

"By and 1large we do things 
behind the scene,"” Said Lai，an 
LA businessman who was 
elected by representatives from 
allsthecachapters ea"T tn 和 
can do things better that way." 

CACA'S national headquarters 
at 1044 Stockton St is owned 


by the Grand Lodge， whose 
board of directors ”meets 
monthly.， It rents out space to 


the SFE Lodge (founded 1912)， 
which has separate meetings 
and a different agenda. 
EAIinaYicke thesSEsilodcze 
preslident， Said his group 
frequently changes _ its political 
stands.

CACA Spreads its message 
through press EeleaSsceswaEai 
monthly newsletter，and the 
CHinese Timmes，a daily Chinese- 
language newspaper which 
began publishing in 1924. 
Board members of the CHinresye 
77z7eS must also be board mem- 
bers of CACA. 

But according to George 
Leong Suey，who recently spent 
SiX years as CACA'S full-time 
administrator，the group isn't 
nearly as active as it should be.

Lodge and local lodge presi- 
dent，Ssaid in a telephone inter: 
view，"We have Asian members 
beyond Chinese now. We have 
been working very closely with 
other ASslian groups，Ssuch as the

SAN FRANCISCO  - 
than 3a decade ago， before

problem -- in spite of good

The money was 
finally awarded，and in 1979， 
the nonprofit Asian Americans 
for Community Education 
(AACE) opened its doors with 
Dang as- executive director. 

MOST ACTIVE 


"TIhis time of year is when 
we're generally the most active， 
and students probably need our 
help the most，because this is 
when the filing period for 
college begins,” he said in an 
interview at the AACE admin- 
istrative office in the Western 
Addition. There are four coun- 
Seling centers throughout the 
clty， including one at 777 
Stockton St. in Chinatown. 

Young，casually dressed and 
highly animated in his speech， 
Dang radiated enthusiasm as he 
Spoke about the program. Each 
year AACE helps about 2;000 
clients，of whom 60 percent are 
Asian and about 90 percent are 
in high school. 

AACE's goal，he said， is 
"information dissemination -- to 
inform the public abonut Opbpor- 
tunities in college. We target 
low-income students. The 
rationale is that they will have 
the least access to the informa- 
tion." 

To be eligible，clients mnust 
be at least 14 years ol1d，perma- 
nent US residents，and withonut 
3a Bachelor's Degree: All services 
are free. 

Dang heads a staff of four 
counselors，a tutorial coordina-

"We also work with a couple 
of community college Centerss 
where the adults go for ESL， 
Said Dang. "We try to work a 
lot with 9th-11lth-grade students 
also because it's too late to 
make decisions about careers 
when you become a senior:" 

Nine out of 10 Asian high 
School Seniors， according to 
Dang，"Say they want to go into 
four fields  -- engineering， 
business， computer Science， 
pre-med.， And I find something 
drastically wrong with that， It 时 
tells me that many Students are 
receiving a 1ot of pressure from 
parents who want to make sure ” 
thelir children are financially 
SUcCcessful." 

One way AACE steers stu- 恒 
dents toward their natural 
vocations is through an occupa-- 
tional interest' test. It breaks-

and a_ clinical social worker. 

According to Professor Martin 
Trow，director of the Center 
for Studies in Higher Education 
at UCB，the _ ethnic distribution 
of undergraduates admitted is 
"a function of political ipres- 
Sures more than anything else." 


OTHER FACTORS 


UC administrators attribute 
the disproportionate decline in 
1984 Asian enrollments to fac- 
tors other than admissions 
crlteria. 

Several administrators Said 
that in 1984 fewer Asians 
enrolled at UCB after being 
admitted.， But Asians have con- 
Sistently enrolled at a higher 
rate than Caucasians，UCB stat- 
istics Show About 71 percent 
of the Asians admitted in 1984 
actually enrolled， compared to 
063 percent of whites. 

In addition， Subjects that 
students chose for their majors 
affected whether of not they 
would be admitted，said Ed 
Apodaca， UC's Systemwide 
director of admissions and 
oufreach. "ASsians apply at a 
higher rate to engineering than 
any other group,"” he said，And 
because Asians apply at such a 
high rate，more Asians are 
rejected，Apodaca Said. 


ASIAN ENGINEERS 


According to this year?s 
statisticsa23 由 Decentaotaall 
Asians applying to UCB applied 
to0 englineering -- the most 
competitive School on campus 
-- compared to 12 percent of 
all white applicants. In absolute 
numbers，however，1,024- Asians 
and 1,279 whites applied to the 
college，a _ difference of only

Contrary to Apodaca's claim， 
more whites are turned away 
from engineering than Asians. 
The college admitted 23 percent 
of freshman Asian applicants 
(238 students) and 17 percent 
of freshman white applicants 
(212 students), The college 
Tejected 1067 white applicants 
and 786 ASsians. 

"Obviously，if that data is 
true，it flushes (the university?S) 
argument "down the toilet,"” said 
task force member Henry Der.

Until 
1984，all EOP students were 
"protected" in the UCB admis- 
Sions process -- they were 
automatically admitted if they 
met the UC System?s basic eligi- 
bility requirements. 

The System?s basic eligibility 
Standards have not changed 
much in the last five years， 
with the excebtion of addi- 
tional math and English 
requirements，according to B. 
Thomas Travers，UC Berkeley's 
asSistant vice chancellor for 


undergraduate affairs. 
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But ”because 了 Berkeley and 
UCLA have so many applica- 
tions，we must have Selection 
criteria,”which are more strin- 
gent than the basic require- 
ments，Travers Sajid. 

RECTCRELSEEETTO discriminatory 
Standard. It's aa matter of 
competition,” he said. 

Until 1984，UCB protected all 
上 EOP appblicants from the more 
stringent criteria.、 That yeaT， 
however，the campus received a 
Sizeable pool of EOP applicants 
and could not admit them al1]， 
Travers explained.， So UCB 
administrators ended EOP pro- 
tection for "non-under- 
TIcpresented minorities,"” which 
the Asian American Task Force 
TIeport called "a euphemism for 
Asians." 

Black，:Hispanic and Native 
American applicants were 
exempted from the EOP deci- 


Sion becausc they are protected 
by affirmative action. That left 
EOP- Asians and Caucasians to 
compete for admission with 
regular applicants. 


ASIANS AFFECTED MORE 


The decision should have 
affected EOP whites and EOP 
Aslians equally. Instead， 55 
percent fewer EOP Asians (a 
drop of 131 students from 
1983) were admitted in 1984. 
But: EOP whites. dropped only 
17 _ percent (15 fewer students 
than 1983). This happened 
despite the fact that Asian EOP 
applicants increased 15 percent 
(56 more students) compared 
with a 5 percent (6 Students) 
increase of EOP whites from 
1983 to 1984. 

Travers Said the EOP policy 
may have affected Asians more 
than whites，"But in defining 
the policy there was no view 
(that) it was going to pick one 
groUupP over another." 

"We couldn't _ protect all EOP" 
he said. "We have to protect the 
Affirmative Action by 1law. 
Which means that you don'ft 
protect the  _ non-affirmative 
action， which happen to be 
white and Asian'" 

Der responded:- "Its well and 
good for them to say they 
didn't intend to (discriminate 
against AsSians)，but they still 
have to be accountable for the 
reSuUlts." 

The task force also_ criticized 
the EOP decision because it 
was made Suddenly， withonut 
prior notification or faculty 
input，and because no Asians 
were _ involved in the _ decision- 
making process，Students were 
Simply referred to other cam- 
puses without knowing _ why. 

Usually，faculty members in 
the Academic Senate set admis- 
Sions policy、In this case "the 
administration formulated the 
policy,"”Travers said .

Pamela Lee，the assistant 
director of admissions and an 
Asian， said she was not 
involved in the _ decision and 
knew of no other Asians who 
were involved. 

A year after the EOP deci- 
sion，in 198$，UCB Tevamped 
its admissions criteria The 
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"It's all well and good for them to say 
that they didn't intend to (discriminate 
against Asians)，but they still have to 
be accountable for the results."

Another quarter of the fresh- 
man admitted were in "pro- 
categories: affirmative 
action，recruited athletes，etc. 

民 he remaining applicants， 
who were nelther highly com- 
petltive nor "protected,"” com- 
peted for the last 25$ percent of 
admissions Slots based on their 
Academlic Index and Several 
additional criteria (See figure 
4). These include English and 
foreign language Skills and 
extracurricular activities during 
high school. Applicants received 
extra admissions "points" if 
they met these _ criteria. 

Der claims the criteria are 
especially difficult for AsSians 
-- particularly immigrants -- to 
meet.， He also criticlzed the 
university for not announcing 
the new criteria "in advance So 
parents and high school stu- 
dents could prepare.” 

Travers Said the new criteria 
were adopted "midstream 
because of the fact that there 
Was Such a substantial pool of 
appllicants.” 

One very Sore point with the 
ASsian task force is what they 
consider an arbitrary Usage of 
the Students” sole_ deficiency in 
English to "Single out these 
otherwise excellent students for 
exclusion,”according to the task 
force report.

Statistics Show that very few 
Asians are exempted from Sub- 
ject A. 

If not exempt，students must 
take a Subject A course before 
they can take requlred reading 
and _ composition  _ classes. The 
university offers 
Subject A courses for native 
and non-native English speak- 
erTS. 

This fall 82 percent of the 
students in Subject A for Non- 
Native Speakers of English are 
Asian immigrants，according to 
June McKay，associate coordin- 
ator of the program.， About 25 
Dercentasofhenthea stdentSain 
Subject A for native speakers 
thls year were ASian and 45 
percent were white，according 
to 下 im Davis，coordinator of 
Subject A.， More than half of 
ASsian undergraduates at UCB 
are requlred to take Subject 人 A，

undergraduates In general. 

Travers admitted in a 1985$ 
letter to the Asian 人 American 
Task Force that "no provisions 
were made for new immigrants 
Or refugees" in awarding the 
Subject A bonus points. 

Instead，immigrant applicants 
Were encouraged to get 3a 
"Strong dose of English instruc- 
tlion” by attending community 
college for their first two years 
and then transferring at the 
junior level，wrote Travers. 


THE “REAL MESSAGE 


Judge Ken 玫 awaichi， co- 
chairman of the task force， 
Said the university is telling 
immigrant applicants: "We're 
going_ to discriminate against 
yo0u， But we're going to let you 
go to a junior college. Then 
we're going to let you come 
into the (UC) system --Some- 
where.”

UCB offers proficiency examas 
in Asian languages，but students 
must request them before Sub- 
mlitting their applications to 
UCB，said Lee，assistant direc- 
tor of admissions. 

The UCB exams are not well 


publicized and new students 
unfamiliar with the campus are

CULTURAL BLINDNESS 


Critics claim UCB is not only 
blind to the language problemas 


of immigrants， but blind to 
thelr cultural differences. 
Another criterion for which 


the campus gives extra points is 
extracurricular activities，which 
Students can describe in the 
personal esSays they submit 
wlth their application packages. 

But Asian families typically 
See extracurricular activities as 
frivolous and urge their chil- 
dren to concentrate on aca- 
demic success，Ssaid Tang，who 
was 3a_ clinical social worker at 
UCB for 10 years in addition 
to working with immigrant and 
refugee Students.

This fall, the De- 
partment of Housing and. Urban Develop- 
ment (HUD) awarded close to $6 million 
to EBALDC from the Housing Develop- 
iment Action Grants Program， 

MU _ EBALDCS two newlyfunded projects， 
ithe Frank G， Mar Community Housing 
Project and the rehabilitation of the Ma- 
idrone Hotel, willadd 119 units of moderate 
andlow-income housing forthe elderly and 
families and 32 rehabilitated residential 
ihaotel units to the housing stock in the 
IOakland Chinatown area， 

Executive Director Lynette Jung Lee 
credits much of EBALDCS recent Success 
to the stafft of Oaklands ofhce of commu- 
nity development，who have been very sup- 
portive of community-based housing proj- 


ects.“They're pretty aggressive about going 


after funding”Lee said“unlike many other 
cities，which prefer not to deal with the 
cumbersome [HUD application] process” 
That process，according to Roy 
Schweyer housing manager of the Oakland 
Offce of Community Development，re- 
quires that cities fll out 1-inch-thick 
applications and complete the supportive 
paperwork and documentation in less than 
Six weeks. The Oakland City Council has 
also been very Supportive of housing Pro- 
Posals and has “not rejected a stafft recom- 
mendation for housing funding”Schweyer 
said. HUD requires that city agencies make 
the application for funding on behalf of 
Projects and it successful，then the latter 
administers the disbursement of the funds 
to the local community development 
groups. 
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IHIRD IIME A CHARM 

EBALDC had made two unsuccessful 
attempts for HUD monies for its Frank @ 〇 . 
Mar Community Housing project and the 
group was ecstatic that $5.5 million had 
been granted. What made the difference 
this time, Lee explained, was that the group 
had "Site control”\With $4 million in tax 
increment funds already committed by the 
city of Oakland, EBALDC has been able to 
Purchase the land located at 1220 Harrison 
for$2 million. 
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The rest of the funding'for the project 
will come from the US Department of 
Health and Human Services offhce of com- 
munity services ($5 million) and a $3 mil: 
lion_ private loan from Wells Fargo Bank， 
which will be paid off with rental income. 
To maximize land use，EBALDC wii also 
build an underground parking lot for the 
City. 

The Madrone Hotel rehabilitation 
project，scheduled for completion in 全 ] 
1987，will have 32 studio units with kitz 
chenettes. Bathrooms will be shared along 
with common lounges. This use of space 
will allow a projected rate of 和 185 a month . 
Community. volunteers have already do- 
nated thousands of dollars worth of services 
to the demolition. 

In addition to the$339,000 HODAGO 
monies，the $1.2_ million Madrone Hotel 
project is receiving monies from state agen- 
CjesiaavVacant housing Program，tax incre- 
ment and a $25,000 donation from Citi- 
coOIP Savings， The _ rehabilitation Project 
reached its turning point in 1985 when， 
armed with $7,000 raised in a community 
fundraiser， EBALDC made the purchase 
agreement on the 477 Eighth St. site. Ne- 
gotiations were completed in August 1985 
when the paperwork was due for the HGO- 
DAG monies， 

Lee attributes the success of EBALDC 
to many factors，including“perseverance， 
good organizational skills by staff 一 espe- 
cially EBALDC housing development spe- 
cialist Tom Lauderbach 一 hard work, com- 
mitment，a_ good track record，board and

Sheriff Harry Lee Must Resign 


Sheriff Harry Lee of Jefferson Parish in subur- 
ban New Orleans is probably one of the few，if 
not the only one，Chinese Americans in the US to 
hold such a post. Yet when we read that he had 
instructed his deputies to fight crime by stopping 
blacks who were found in whitec neighborhoods， 
we are compelled to join other civil rights 
organizations in Louisiana in calling for his 
reSsignation. 

By simply admitting his mistake，rescinding his 
original order，and apologizing to blacks and 


others whom he might have offended，Sherif 人 Lee 


hopes to put an end to the storm of protests he 
himself orchestrated. 


However，from our point of vicew，that's not 
enough. For whatever reasons， the Sheriff 
revealed not only his racist attitude but hls 
inability to make sound and fair judgments in 
his poslition asS a Sherliff. 


To restore public trust and confidence，Sherif 
Lee must reslign. 


UC Admissions Lack Credibility and Accountability 


In the 1last two years，EaslAest has been 
reporting and commenting on the issucs affccting 
AsSian American access to elite institutions oOf - 
higher education in the_ US. In particular，we 
have given extensive coverage on to problems 
encountered by AsSslian Americans applying for 
admission to ITIvy League colleges and public 
universities Such as UC Berkeley and UCLA. 
The focus of our attention has been on whether 
there has been a deliberate effort on the part of 
these lnstitutions to curb the _ rising Asian and 
declining white enrollments. 

Throughout this year，the issue has gained 
increasing. national attention with major coverage 
in national newspapers and magazincs， Most 
Tecently，ilit was the subject matter in a feature 
article in the nationally distributed CHnroicle o 
Hi18Hher Educalio1， And，in a Surprisingly candid 
report，the Commlittee on Undergraduatc Admis- 
Sions and Financial Aid of Stanford University?S 
FEaculty Senate found that Asian Americans have 
been _ accepted to_ Stanford at a lowcr ratc than 
whites despite equal academic qualifications， 

In this issue，E&astZHest again returns to the 
flagship campus of the University of California， 
where admissions of ASsian American freshmen 
dropped significantly beginning in 1984，and 
reviews what has been somewhat hampered in the 
past three yearsS. 


We are deeply distressed that the number of

We 
are particularly disturbed by the story of Steve 
Ta (See Page 12). ， Even though admissions crite- 
ria and procedures have undergone Substantial 
revisions in each of -the last three years，we are 
Still not Sure if Asian American faculty，staff 
and students are _ included in the decision-making 
process，and if so，at what levels， In the 
meantime，in what must be considered a disser- 
vice to the public，UC continues to _ announce 
policy changes after the deadline for filing 
applications for fall 1987. 

In our opinion，UC as a public institution must 
be held accountable by the public it serves.
